REPORT OF THE BOARD OF KDUCATION, 


The school year just closed is believed by the board to 
have been the most prosperous of any since the inaugura- 
tion of the present system. There have been a greater 
number of excellent schools, greater interest has been man- 
ifested by the citizens, and less adverse criticism has been 
heard. In but one or two instances has there been any 
trouble at all, and in these cases the fault lay wholly with 
outside parties. The board deems it advisable in this con- 
nection to state as a matter of fact that a teacher is in no 
wise subject to the direction or the restraint of the pupil’s 
parents. Parents can have no possible right to interfere with 
the discipline or course of procedure in the public schools. 
There is no sense in beginning a fight upon a teacher be- 
cause of dissatisfaction with her management, or the pro- 
ceedings of the school. ‘The teacher has the same moral 
and the same legal right to inflict punishment upon a child 
when she believes it necessary that the parent has. IRf she 
is excessively severe and injures a child she can be made lia- 
ble at law, and so cana parent. But the idea that a parent 
can control a teacher, even in reference to his own child, 
must be repudiated. The teacher’s authority is every whit 
as good and potent as that of the parent. This must be un- 
derstood at once and forever. 

There are about 260 children attending our district schools, 
making an average of 14 pupils in the eighteen schools in 
session the past year. As $2,700 (the amount raised for 
school purposes last spring) was expended for these 260 pu- 
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pils it will be seen that the expenditure for each scholar 
amounted to $10.40. Does that sum begin to equal in value 
the instruction he received, the knowledge he acquired, the 
discipline he underwent? Certainly notin a single case. 
The value of those twenty-five weeks schooling (in but two 
districts was it less than this, and in several it exeeded twen- 
ty-five weeks) can not be reckoned in dollars and cents; but 
the board wishes its friends to see how little the cost is for 
the individual pupil, and to be chary hereafter of illy express- 
ed and hasty speech against the cost of education. Of 
course the $2,700 was not all expended for instruction. A 
large amount was spent for repairs and nearly as much more 
for incidental expenses, The school board desire to ex press 
their appreciation of the generous appropriation voted at 
the last town meeting, at the same time it is well to frankly 
admit that the sum was hardly adequate to the needs of the 
several schools. An increased appropriation will surely be 
needed another season. 

The free text-book law comes in force the ensuing year. 
We regard it as advantageous in every respect, and it is en- 
tirely consistent with our educational system. We have 
long enjoyed free schoolhouses, free teachers, free furniture 
and free apparatus. There wasadtime when none of these 
things were free, and some were non-existent. Now the 
last relic of barbarism has been removed and school books 
are free. The advantages of the new laware many. It in- 
sures economy in the end, convenience and better classifica- 
tion, uniformity, thorough control of the course of study, and 
the removal of all excuses for non-performance of work by 
pupils. 

Someone asks how can free text-books be cheaper? 
Because, in the first place, the town can buy at a much low. 
er rate than a private individual. One third of the present 
money expended on books can be saved by buying at whoie- 
sale, and the additional local tax will scarcely be felt by the 
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majority of our citizens. Secondly, not nearly as many 
books will have to be purchased, as one book will answer 
perhaps for half a dozen pupils in succession. When books 
are so furnished a thorough yrading is made possible, and 
much inconvenience ana delay are avoided. No appropria- 
tion of an equal sum can secure greater advantages to the 

eschools than that which is required to furnish the text-books. 
- The expense the coming year will necessarily be consid- 
erably greater than for several succeeding years, for the rea- 
son that a change of reading books and geographies is im- 
perative. The board has not yet decided what particular se- 
ries to introduce, but a change will be made. Pupils and 
teachers have tired of the old Lippincott Readers, and as 
for geographies the old edition of Harper’s shows neither the 
new political divisions in the west of our country nor the ‘ 
development of interior Africa and the Independent Congo 
State. Text-books must be up to the times. 

What willthe change cost for the year? Probably $300 
will be needed to cover this extra expenditure. This a- 
mount must be appropriated at the annual town meeting, 
not the school meeting, and can be paid out only in orders 
by the selectmen, the same as the other school money.  Af- 
ter the new feature is in good working order the cost of 
books and other supples will range from 60cts. to $1.00 per 
pupil a year. Insome ofthe larger cities the average cost 
per pupil for books, stationary, pencils, etc., has amounted to 
not over 50cts.a year. But who will feel the additional 
tax, and who willcare to complain when free text-books will 
add twenty-five per cent. to the efficiency of the schcols? 
Please consider this matter carefully and give us a generous 
appropriation.

SIMONDS FREE HIGH SCLOCL. 
REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


The year 1890 finds the Simonds Free High School in a 
prosperous condition. ‘The faithfulness, zeal, and energy of 
purpose manifested by the teachers, and very fully shared 
by the pupils, has been phenomenal. 

The Prudential committee. in makinga change at the 
close of the last school year, procured the services Of Prat. 
Charles J. Emerson of Newport, N. H., as Principal. He is 
from Bates College, having graduated in ’€3—No. |, in a 
class uf 26. Miss Mary *. Little, of Auburn, Maine, is Assis- 
tant—being also from Bates and, giaduating in the same 
class with Prof. Emerson. She is thoroughly in accord with 
the Principal both in theory and practice; self-contained, or- 
derly, prudent and always found within the sphere of her 
legitimate work. She is the first College zraduate that has 
ever filled tue position of Assistant here. 

It isthe business of teachers to be sufficiently critical 
“in all branches of knowledge, to see the object. as in itself 
‘tis.’ Mr. Emerson comes well up to thisstandard © What- 
ever the work he is engaged in, he strives to establish an 
order of ideas: to show how all the parts are related to each 
part, which is the only way to make pupils feel that the 
touch of truth is the touch of life, and produce a healthy stir 
and growth. 

At the end of the seventh week of the winter term, Prot. 


Emerson was obliged to give up the school in consequence 
ofa lame knee, resulting froma hurt received some time be- 
fore. His absence was felt as a personal loss to every pu- 
pil. Mr. Herbert J. Piper of Pittsfield, Maine, who is also 
from Bates, was secured to fill the vacancy; but after teach- 
ing five weeks was obliged to return, thus shortening the 
term one week. 

Weare able to say that we have the most gritifying as- 
surance that Prof. Emerson will be restored from his Jame- 
ness and ready to take his place at the head of the school, 
with all his wonted vigor, at the beginning of the spring 
term. 

The examination, though deprived of the usual week for 
review, was entirely satisfactory, proving thorough, efficient 
work. | 

To give a general idea of what the work of the school cov- 
ers, We will say: The first year of the course has embraced 
a thorough review of the common school studies: Arith- 
metiv, Grammar, United States History, Reading, Writing 
and Spelling. The practice of securing teachers for the 
common schools from the High School, has constantly in- 
creased and it is the especial care of the High School that 
its pupils shall receive such drill in thecommon branches as 
may render them efficient teachers of the same. 

The work ofthe second year has included English Com- 
position, English History, Civil Government, Latin Gram- 
mar, Physics, Algebra, Siugle and Double Entry Book-keep- 
ing. he English Grammar of the first year, gives place, 
in the second year, to English Composition and English 
History; these, in turn, will be followed by Rhetoric and 
English Literature in the third and fourth years respectively, 
making a very complete course of Enelish Study. The 
work in Book-keeping has been thorough and practical, and 
when completed will quality pupils in that department for 
responsible positions as book-keepers. 
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Classes in the third year have studied Geometry, Chemis- 
try, Rhetoric, Latin, Greek and German. The work in 
Geometry is very comprehensive; with the use of mathemat- 
ical instruments it has been supplemented by two addition- 
al terms of general work including original construction and 
demonstration. The Chemistry class has devoted much time 
to individual work in the laboratory. Their enthusiasm has 
found expression in the manufacture ofa distillery that 
works ina highly satisfactory manner in legitimate channels. 

The studies pursued by the Senior class have been Ces- 
ar’s Gallic Wars, Virgil’s Atneid, English Literature with 
reading in. class of Whittier’s “Srow Bound” and Shake- 
speare’s “Julius Cesar,” and Astronomy with uss of maps 
and globe and attention to Mythology. 

Total membership of school during fall term, 54; during 
winter term, 51. 

The number of pupils studying Arithmetic is 38; U.S. 
History, 7; English Grammar, 11; Latin Grammar, 10; Greek, 
2; German, 6; Algebra, 19; Geometry, 7; Reading, 51; Writ- 
ing 51; English History, 9; Natural Philosophy, 3; Chemistry, 
8; Book-keeping, 9; Astronomy,5; Rhetoric, 10; English 
Composition, 15: Cesar, 5; Virgil, 2.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN. 


Having been duly appointed by the Prudential Commit- 
tee, the Librarian entered upon her duties onthe 28th. of 
March, 1889, and herewith submits a report for the eleven 
months ending February, 28th, 1890. 

It has been a year of marked success to the Library, end 
of increasing interest on the part of the people of the town. 

Eleven months ago the Library contained but 465 volumes. 
A few of its most sanguine friends hoped in some way, they 
hardly knew how, to be able to add a hundred to the num- 
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ber, before the close of the year. The result has far exceed- 
ed their expectations. 

Several persons have generously responded to the re- 
quest formoney or books, and others without solicitation 
have also contributed, so that there are now 991 volumes, 
(not including public documents), showing an increase of 
526. 

Twenty-six of the High School graduates have given 
money with which to buy some standard books. 

A set of Appleton’s Cyclopedia in 17 volumes, in full li- 
brary binding has been bought; part of the money having 
been raised by some of the young people at an entertain- 
ment, and the balance being given by a few gentlemen. 

During the year, 188 persons have received cards, and 
2225 books have been given out, going to all parts of the 
town. With but few exceptions they have been returned 
promptly and in good condition. 

A wish has been often expressed for a printed catalogue: 
this want has now beenmet. Mrs. John B. Clarke of Man- 
chester, whose gift to the Library of 38 books is remember- 
ed, has generously offered to have a catalogue printed 
at herown expense, out of regard to her native town. It 
is now in press, and copies will soon be for sale at a reason- 
able price, the proceeds to go for the purchase of books. 

In her efforts in behalf of the Library, the Librarian is un- 
der great obligation to Major Samuel Davis and Mr. E. H. 
Carroll, whose unfailing courtesy and consideration are 
here gratefully acknowledged.
